GAFNEY LIBRARY ,INC. 


Gafney Library, Inc. continues to serve your community with a grow— 
ing file of borrowers, approximately 325 adults and 600 juvenile, plus 
the personnel and patients at Carroll County Home. Circulation has in— 
creased from 14,173 in 1969 to 17,451 in 1970. 

The Book Purchasing Committee consists of Mrs. Mildred Turner, 
Mrs. Lauriel Soucy, Mrs. Lydia Kennett, Mrs. Edna Manzer, Mrs. Hazel 


MacBrien, and Mr. Kenneth Beaupre as School consultant. The comm— 
ittee meets quarterly and is an important factor in the library’s develop— 


ment. Books are our ‘‘Stock in Trade’’ and their selection a vital ele— 
‘ment in our ability to serve you more fully. 

590 books were purchased in 1970 and 330 gift books were also 
added to our collection. We now have a total of 8,742 books:on the shelves. 
Three more double book cases are on order, to take care of this increased 
volume. A nine—drawer file cabinet addition to the present card file was 
purchased in 1970. 

Bookmobile books add greatly to the diversified choice available. 
2354 books were borrowed during the past year.

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REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, 
quiet in part because of your continued cooperation and favor— 
able weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by 
debris burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires 
would drastically change this picture—to bring about this 
change we make the following suggestions: 


1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit 
to burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This 
permit covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, ‘grass 
burning, aS well as garden trash and brush burning such 
burning is restricted by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and 
after 5:00 P.M. with the following exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any 
time under normal conditions but only with the approval of the 
District Chief and a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with 
the complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their 
children, keep matches out of reach of children, this action 
will help to prevent fires and may Save a life, the life of your 
child. Try to explain this to your child, won’t you? 


3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in 
number by the exercise of more care in the discarding of 
matches and smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a 
hiker. In all cases, make sure that the butt or match you dis— 
card is out, dead out. Smokey says, ‘‘Thanks for your help,’’ 
and invites you to join with him in setting a good example for 
others in the prevention of fires and the protection of our 
environment.

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As was brought out in last year's District report, a plan for 
implementation of the state minimum standards must be initiated 
no later than September 1, 1972. Thisdoes not necessarily mean 
that all facets of the document must be met by then, but the 
district should have long range plans in meeting these require- 
ments. 


The following is an inconclusive summaryas to how Wakefield 
stands on some of the stipulations of the Minimum Standards at 
present. 


ri The pupil-teacher ratio for grades 1-2 

shall be 25 to one or less Yes 
2. The pupil-teacher ratio for grades 3-8 

shall be 30 to one or less Yes 
33 A broad and well balanced curriculm 

is offered 


a. Needs emphasis in the Art and 
Physical Programs 


4, Library Services - Schools enrolling 150-300 children 
shall provide at least 1000 square feet of library space 
or one regular classroom. Teachers and pupil must have 
access to 6000 books. 

a. We have no space available at the Paul or Union 
Schools for a library and our library collection 
falls far short of the necessary number. We are 
programming for library books as of this year. 


a Guidance service shall be provided for all pupils. 
a. We do not have any guidance program. 


6. Special Education services shall be provided to all child- 
ren who differ from the average to a significant degree 
in intellectual or physical characteristics. 

a. We are tuitioning out some Special Education 
children, thus providing for their education. 
Others may need some form of special instruction 
but are not receiving it. A remedial reading 
teacher is recommended. 
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fhe In schools with between 150-300 children enrolled the 
elementary principal shall have at least one-half- 
time scheduled for supervision of instruction and 
other leadership responsibilities. 
a. Our principal is teaching full time. 
b. Guidance services could be provided by the 
principal. 


In 1970-71 the sending districts requested a phasing in of 

grades 9-i2 into the Rochester AREA School. If allowed, this 

would meanincentive aid from the State for each student attend- 
ing. However, due tolack of progress, as far as a building pro- 
gram is concerned, the State refused to allow this implementa- 
tion. Until such time that the AREA is in operation, students are 
allowed to attend other schools, with the District responsible 
for tuition up to the state average, or the pupil cost, whichever 
is less. 


For the 1971-72 school year we are again trying to phase in 
grades 9-12 even though it might mean double sessions in 
Rochester. It will be at least two more years before grades 7-8 
can be absorbed under the AREA contract. 


The undersigned would like to express their thanks to the 
citizens of Wakefield, the school board, and the staff for their 
cooperation during the past year.

To the School Board, the Superintendent of Schools and 
citizens of the Wakefield School District, I respectfully 
submit my annual report. 


The Wakefield Schools opened Wednesday, September 
5, 1970 with 215 pupils in attendance in grades one 
through eight. 


Our Proffessional Staff consists of nine regular class 
room teachers. In addition we received the services ofa 
full time teacher aide, a school nurse and music instruc- 
Lor... 


The new members of our staff include Miss Patricia Hill 
and Miss Nadia Martineau of Farmington in the Union 
School teaching Grade 4, Mrs. Davina DeWolf of Brook- 
field replacing Mrs. Priscilla Fox as School Nurse, and I 
assumed the position vacated by Mr. Kenneth Beaupre who 
is presently serving as Assistant Superintendent of the 
Union. 


We are fortunate to have the full time services of Mrs. 
Nancy Murray, our teacher aide. 


This year, as before, all children in grades 4, 6, and 
8 participated in the state wide testing program sponsored 
by the State Department of Education. The students were 
administered the Otis-Lennon Intelligence Test and Stan- 
ford Achievement Test. When the results of these tests are 
returned, each parent will receive a progress report on his 
child's performance. 


Grades one through five workas self contained classes. 
Grades six through eight are semi-departmentalized with 
Mrs. Riley teaching the English, Mr. Howgate the read-~ 
ing and I teach the science. 


Under the very capable direction of Mrs. Tibbetts, our 
music teacher, the annual musical Christmas program was 
its usual success. Our thanks to Mrs. Tibbetts for the 
time and energy she devoted to the effort. 
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Our intramural "flag" football program proved once again 
to be quite successful this year with approximately forty 
boys participating. 


We have about 75 children participating in the ski pro- 
gram under the capable direction of the Moose Mountain 
Ski School. 


National Education Week was climaxed this year with 
another most successful Open House. Our thanks for the 
cooperation of the several parents who helped to make this 
program a success.
